SAX FRAN'CISCO. Oct. HO.—District 


Attorney Baines today began the clos- 
ing argument on behalf of the State in 
the trial of Thoortoie Durrant. 


Tho court room was crowded to its 


greatest capacity and close attention 
was p.ud to the speaker. 


-Mr. names spoke in part as follows: 
"Thp individual who perpetrated the 


hideous muider with which the 
de- 


violated, and whose temple he had de- 
filed, seemed to slumber. 


"The murderer went his guilty way, 


with his undivulged crime, unscathed 
and unv, hipped of Justice, while his 
victim lay in the spire that pointed its 
sli-nder finger to the sky, as If reproach- 
ing its ruler for its unnios ing Indigna- 
tion. 


THK FINDING OF THE BODY. 
Mr. Barnes then related the circum- 


stances in connection with the discovery 
of Miss Lament's body and from the 
facts drew the conclusion that she was 
murdered by .some member 
of 
the 


church who had keys to the building 
and in whom she had confidence. 


"The murderer must also have been 


a man." he continued, "whose cunning 
was sufficient to enable him to stifle 
the natural feeling of timidity which 
always accompanies innocence and In- 
•'uco her to go alone with him to the 
darkened church in which they both 
worshipped on Sunday. 


"Such a man is Theodore Durrant. 


Only a monster capable of taking the 
life of an innocent girl, he said, could 
remain cool, impassive, almost defiant 
when accused of such a crime. 


"Gentlemen." continued Sir. Barnes, 


"such a man is of such rare quality 
that ii' confronted at last with 
the 


proofs of his crime, whose recital has 
shocked all civilization he could and 
lie would, as ho has done, sneoringly 
smile in the awful presence of tho relics 
of his victim, torn by his hands from 
her stiffening body and exhibit neither 
pas-slon nor emotion, neither sympathy 
nor regret for the unfortunate child 
he had brought to a premature grave.

"He could listen with grim compla- 


cency while his counsel struggled

AVith regard to the statement made 


by General Dickinson to the effect that 
he had Durrani's notes in his possession 
three days before Dr. Graham had his 
Interview with the prisoner, the Dis- 
trict Attorney called attention to the 
fact that General Dickinson neglected 
to testify to the fact. 


As the statement was of the utmost 


importance to the prisoner, if true, Mr. 
Barnes commented on. tho fact that 
Dickinson, although he went on the 
stand to testify about the bookstrap, 
did not while under oath tell that he 
had Durram's notes In his possession 
on Api II 17th. 


Mr. Barnes closed with an eloquent

There will never be anoth- 
er year when a proper site for a public 
building can be procured so cheaply as 
It can be procured now.

ward. Oakland Is number 60 In the list 
of cities, and there are only very few 
which have not a public building. Of 
the cities below it. down to tho"ie with 
a population of 25,000 more than half of 
them have public buildings, that Is, 
many of these cities which are between 
Oakland and LaCrosse, have their pub- 
lic buildings. La Crosse Is the smallest 
city of the class I have mentioned and 
La Crosse has its public building. 
"At tho pamo time there are larger 
cities that have no public building, but 
that is no reason why Oakland should' 
be without a building such as Is neces- 
sary to transact public business In.

"Xo city ever grows to influence un- 
til she has opened her gates of under- 
standing to receive lessons from others. 
"Los Angeles Is the best example of 
an energetic city on the coast.

llfty years she ran along without any 
great development. 
But new men 
came there. Xew blood got in, new 
Ideas were developed and Los Angeles 
has now grown Into a powerful and 
beautiful city. To develop a city we 
havo got to stand shoulder to shoulder, 
In solid column, not in disorderly mass. 
Chicago only gained her present stand- 
ing by unity of action. We have pot to 
learn what that Roman father taught 
his son when he took the separate 
twigs and broke them one at a time 
with his flngcrs and then binding them 
Into a bunch as large as his knee hand- 
ed them to the son and requested him 
to break them. We havo got to have al- 
ways in our minds that in unity there 
is strength. 
"We develop good men here. There 
Is no place in the nation where one can 
come into contacf with more Interest- 
Ing individuals than right here on 
the shores of San Francisco bay. Daily 
yon can study characters possessing 
original thoughts, strong characters and 
independence of spirit. Our merchants 
should be pur nrlde. I remember In 18SS, 
dorian my term of MayoraUtx tba* .TA . 


spoken with a. prominent member of 
the Half Million Club and^asked him 
why they did not make Oakland and 
not Stockton the Initial point of the 
San Joanuin Valley Road. The other's 
reply was that they did not want any 
corporate property here, because the 
people of this city were always ready 
to jump on an enterprise of that kind. 
He had also asked another man of the 
Corral Hollow Road why they did not 
come to Oakland, where they had tide 
water, without going to Stockton, and 
the answer was the same as In the pre- 
ceding case. Oakland, continued the 
speaker, must show a different spirit 
to these enterprises If she would secure 
them. It should show something for 
tne great taxation which It pays. 
"What do the people get for their 
maney? The gutters on 1 Is street havo 
not been cleaned for three years. Oak- 
land needs a. business city government, 
and not a cranky city government. It 
needs a government run on business 
principles, so that for every dollar paid 
In taxes it gets $1 worth o£ protection." 
He thought the present Mayor was 
working in that direction., 
To brinpr population here the city 
would have to rts its borders. No man 
would eat mince pie on, a dunghill, no 
matter how good the pie might be, 
Trainloads of people passed by thoso 
borders, but as they did so they put 
their fingers to their noses as- they rode 
away. The people of Chicago had .abat- 
ed their marsh"and built street on street 
In order to rlse'abovc the marsh. They 
had Indeed a great city In Chicago, be- 
cause they had to fight the great-aus- 
terities of nature. It had always-been 
shown that great commonwealth!* had 
been built where the people had to 
fight against unpleasant natural 'sur- 
roundings.

The over check rein will often cause 
a horse to become l:nee sprung. It de- 
stroys tho delicate sensitiveness to the 
bit which is the moat desirable in guid- 
intr a horse. 


Dr. KitchlnR says: "If a horse pull- 
ing a load has his head held In by a 
cheek rein he cannot throw his weight 
Into his collar, and is hindered from 
giving his body that position which is 
the most natural and effective."

(roes on to speak of the 
consequent 
strain oC his limbs ami muscles and the 
Injury caused by the constrained posi- 
tion of the head, whereby the breath- 
ing-and circulation are affected, and the 
horse made restless, Irritable and un- 
comfortable. He says: "The check 
rein inflicts unceasing torture upon 
the animal in another way. By hold- 
Ing- the head upward, it puts the mus- 
cles of the neck on a constant strain. 
They become painfully 
uneasy 
and 


tl:-ed. 
Tf the horse cannot bear it hn 
rests the weight of his head upon the 
rein, and his mouth Is violently stretch- 
ed. Thus he only exchanges one tor- 
ment for another. To sum up In one 
word, the check rein lessens the horse's 
strength, brings on disease, keeps him 
In pain, frets .and injures his mouth, 
and spoils his temper.
